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Plans for six extra homes at 
Woodberry Down refused 


PLANS to build six new houses in place of 
the former Woodberry Down education and 
outdoor activity centre in Lyme Regis have 
been turned down due to concerns over loss 
of employment land. 

West Dorset District Council’s Development Con¬ 
trol Committee considered Bloor Homes’ plans to de¬ 
molish the currently empty building and build an extra 
six homes for their 46-house estate off Colway Lane, 
currently under construction, last Thursday. 

Councillors went against the planning officer’s rec¬ 
ommendation of approval, saying that the loss of em¬ 
ployment land went against their Local Plan. 

The officer’s report stated that it was intended that 
the building be retained for employment use when 
planning permission for the surrounding houses was 
granted last year, but the developer’s marketing and 
viability report had since deemed the site unsuitable 
for a proposed field studies centre, which had been 
discussed by Lyme Regis Development Trust in re¬ 
cent years. 

Bloor Homes also reported that the existing building 
contained asbestos, its configuration would be “un¬ 
suitable for modern, commercial accommodation” 
and would have to be redeveloped if it were to be con¬ 
sidered for employment use. 

The officer said that the use of the site for residen¬ 
tial purposes was “acceptable” despite it being ear¬ 
marked for employment in the Local Plan because the 
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site was “very small” and makes a “very minor con¬ 
tribution” to the plan. 

The report concluded: “The redevelopment of this 
site formerly used for educational purposes for six 
dwellings is considered to be acceptable. 

“The former use ceased some time ago and the dem¬ 
olition of the building is accepted. The building was 
in a poor state of repair including the presence of as¬ 
bestos making refurbishment unrealistic, particularly 
for modern commercial use. 

“The potential loss of employment land is not con¬ 
sidered to be significant and the proposed residential 
units will help meet our housing need.” 

However, councillors turned the plans dow saying 
it was against the West Dorset District Local Plan and 
the draft West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland Local 
Plan. They added that the plans did not include a field 
studies centre or any alternative employment use, the 
site had not been “adequately marketed” for employ¬ 
ment use and the plans would result in loss of employ¬ 
ment land with “no indication of provision elsewhere 
within the allocated site”. 

Lyme Regis Town Council previously recom¬ 
mended refusal of the plans with the same concerns 
over loss of employment use. 

Speaking after West Dorset’s decision, chairman of 
the town’s Planning & Highways Committee, Coun¬ 
cillor Anita Williams, said: “I am pleased to hear that 
West Dorset’s planning committee upheld the need 
for employment land in Lyme Regis. 

“The town council’s planning committee was of the 
view that this type of land is needed in Lyme and that 
the original designation should remain.” 

■ Bloor Homes are currently in the process of build¬ 
ing 46 homes on land surrounding the original Wood¬ 
berry Down building, and have held a public 
consultation for a further 52 homes, but no planning 
application has been submitted for this yet.

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A'significant milestone 7 crossed as 
Three Cups wins planning approval

WEST Dorset District Council’s decision to 
approve plans for the former Three Cups 
Hotel in Lyme Regis has been described as a 
“significant milestone” and good news for the 
local economy. 

The district’s Development Control Committee last 
week approved plans which will see the former hotel, 
a grade II listed building which has stood empty in 
Broad Street for almost 30 years, converted into two 
retail outlets and nine apartments above, with a restau¬ 
rant and letting rooms in the car park to the rear of the 
building. 

The construction work will entail demolition of a sec¬ 
tion of the building at the rear but the iconic Georgian 
front will remain the same. 

District councillors followed the planning officer’s 
recommendation in approving the plans. 

The officer took into account several planning issues, 
including concerns over demolishing a section of an 
historic building and the effect the raised height of a 
section of the building would have on neighbours, but 
concluded that these issues wee outweighed by the 
prospect of bringing the derelict building back into use. 

Their report stated: “Having said all of the above it is 
considered that any adverse consequences arising from 
the development are outweighed in that the proposals 
bring back into beneficial use a grade II listed building 
and ensure the heritage asset is put back into a viable 
use; and provides new development making a positive 
contribution to local character and distinctiveness.” 

Speaking after the decision was made, John Palmer, 
chairman of Three Cups owners Palmers Brewery, 
said:“This decision is good news for the Three Cups, 
Lyme Regis and the local economy as a whole. We will 
be investing £5million in restoring a landmark building 
and helping to revitalise Broad Street. 

“Over the last few years we have worked closely with 
townspeople and English Heritage to create a top-qual¬ 
ity regeneration scheme that will bring great benefits 
to the area. 

“A considerable amount of detailed work now needs 
to be done to ensure that the project moves forward 
smoothly and we will be starting this as soon as possi¬ 


ble.” 

The “Save the Three Cups as a Hotel” campaign 
group has also commented on the approval of the 
plans. 

Originally set up to push Palmers to reinstate the 
building as an hotel, the group has since accepted that 
the brewery found this option to be unviable and has 
been working with Palmers to ensure the building be 
brought back into use in the best interests of all parties 
involved. 

A statement from the campaign group said: 

“Our group we now believes that a significant mile¬ 
stone has been achieved in enabling this iconic build¬ 
ing to be brought back into productive use. A realistic 
and effective compromise has been achieved between 
the developers and Lyme residents. 

“This protracted process has demonstrated the value 


of extensive consultation resulting in a win/win out¬ 
come. The true test will come in what happens next, as 
actions speak louder than words. 

“Our group will retain a watching brief during the 
demolition, construction and delivery stages and will¬ 
ingly offer to work with the owners and Lyme Regis 
Town Council to ensure that the community facility in¬ 
cluded in the proposals contributes to respecting, con¬ 
serving and celebrating the building’s unique heritage. 

“We welcome the fact that WDDC have accepted 
planning approval subject to certain conditions, partic¬ 
ularly including that an archaeological watching brief 
is maintained during the demolition phase and that the 
letting rooms are for short term let only. 

“Let the next chapter begin!” 


MP expected to vote pro hunt 
in controversial new debate 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin was 
poised to vote in favour of controversial 
amendments to the law on fox hunting 
today, before the House of Commons 
vote was shelved at the last minute. 

Mr Letwin had indicated that he would side with 
the pro-hunting group of MPs - but the debate was 
pulled on Tuesday following the announcement 
that SNP members would vote against the changes. 

West Dorset’s representative in Westminster was 
expected to back proposals to relax the ban, by al¬ 
lowing full packs of dogs to flush out foxes. Under 
the current rules in England and Wales, only two 
dogs can be used for this purpose. 

Ahead of the vote, which has now been post¬ 
poned until the autumn, Mr Letwin indicated that 
he would support a full repeal of the act. 

Commenting on his website, he said: “I am 
aware that a cross-party alliance of MPs and farm¬ 
ers ’ groups is calling for an amendment to the 
Hunting Act to allow a full pack of dogs to be used 
to flush out foxes. 

“In the event of a free vote on repealing the 
Hunting Act, I would vote to repeal it, on civil lib¬ 
erties grounds, despite the fact that I would not 
myself hunt.”

Mr Letwin’s view is shared by the Countryside 
Alliance, which has repeated calls for the act to be 
scrapped entirely. 

Barney White-Spunner, the alliance’s executive 
chairman, said: “The changes would represent a 
significant improvement for many farmers and 
hunts, whilst moving the law into line with Scot¬ 
land. 

“We still believe that the Hunting Act needs to 
be scrapped, but in the circumstances these 
amendments meet the immediate needs of the rural 
community. 

“The amendments are logical and evidence- 
based, and would ensure that farmers are able to 
decide how to manage the fox population in the 
most effective and humane manner.” 

A rally, led by animal welfare activist Brian May, 
was staged in Westminster on Tuesday as news of 
the debate’s postponement emerged. 

Tom Quinn, campaigns director for the League 
Against Cruel Sports, said: “This is no simple 
amendment to the Hunting Act. The government 


is trying to bring back hunting by deceit. 

“Claims that these are minor technical adjust¬ 
ments are wildly misleading. This suite of changes 
will destroy the Act.”

THE floods which dev¬ 
astated villages in the 
Somerset Levels in the 
winter of 2013-14 are a 
distant memory for 
most of us, but for resi¬ 
dents the reality is so 
much different. 

The trauma continues 
for some homeowners 
as they struggle to per¬ 
suade insurance com¬ 
panies to meet the 
costs of repair of flood- 
damaged homes and 
continue to live in alter¬ 
native, inferior accom¬ 
modation. 

Local Rotary Clubs

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Council consider future of Guildhall 
offices after theatre staff move out 


TOWN councillors have considered what they 
should do with office space below the Guildhall in 
Lyme Regis after Marine Theatre staff moved out 
of the premises. 

Theatre staff occupied the offices from 2004 to 
the end of May this year. The council did not 
charge any rent until April 2014, when a rent of 
£3,200 - 50 per cent of the market value - was 
charged - and in April 2015 this increased to the 
full market value, shortly after which the staff 
moved into their own office inside the theatre. 

Councillors considered how they should now 
move forward at last week’s Strategy and Policy 
Committee meeting, where some members argued 
they should not offer the offices for free again. 

Councillor Derek Hallett also expressed concerns 
that the Marine Theatre was still occasionally 
using the disabled toilet below the Guildhall, 
which meant the council could not set its security 
alarm, and said that he felt the theatre should have 
its own facility. 

Councillor Stan Williams was concerned this 
posed a security issue, saying that anyone using 
the disabled facility could gain access to the main 
chamber of the Guildhall and the mayor’s parlour 
via the lift. 

The town clerk John Wright said that those using 
the toilet were always accompanied by theatre 
staff. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said he 
thought it could be considered “churlish” if they 
were not to allow the theatre to use the facility 
while the offices were still empty. 

“It’s a no win situation,” he added. 

Councillors then turned their attention to how the 
offices could be used in the future. 

New councillor Brian Larcombe asked if the of¬ 
fices were needed for the council’s own staff.

The town clerk said: “We don’t know what the 
future holds but my judgement tells me that we 
will not need that space.” 

However, Councillor Williams said he thought 
the council should have offices on the ground 
floor, as residents currently had to climb a flight 
of stairs if they needed to visit the offices. 

He added that the council should not be doing 
anything long-term with the offices until the out¬ 
come of West Dorset’s review on Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Centres was known, as this may leave Lyme’s 
centre empty as well. 

Councillor Larcombe agreed that it was “not a 
good time to commit to anything”. 

Councillor Hallett added: “Whatever we do, we 
should not be letting it for free ever again.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner suggested that the of¬ 
fices could be used as a resource centre for local 
voluntary groups, as there would be a larger focus 
on volunteers in coming years as more services 
currently provided by local authorities were cut. 

The town clerk had also been approached by 
Lyme Regis Museum, who would be looking for 
office space during the construction of their exten¬ 
sion from September 2016 to June 2017 but it was 
unclear whether they would be willing to pay rent. 

It was agreed that the council would market the 
offices on a short-term let until September 2016, 
during which time they could discuss rents with 
Lyme Regis Museum and gain more information 
on West Dorset’s review of Tourist Information 
Centres. 
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Prayers return to council agenda 


PRAYERS will be put back on the agenda at Lyme 
Regis Town Council meetings after members 
agreed the tradition should return to the Guild¬ 
hall. 

Prayers were previously said at the beginning 
of all full council meetings as a formal part of the 
agenda. But in 2012, they were moved off the 
agenda and held 10 minutes before the meeting, 
convened - with many councillors choosing not 
to take part-after the Secretary of State brought 
forward the introduction of the General Power of 
Competence under the Localism Act, following a 
complaint about prayers at meetings by a coun¬ 
cillor in Bideford. 

The ruling meant that town and parish councils 
would have to meet special criteria before the 
legal barrier to saying prayers as part of the for¬ 
mal meeting could be removed. 

Lyme Regis Town Council has since achieved 
the General Power of Competence meaning it 
could opt to put prayers back on the agenda. 

At last week's Strategy & Policy Committee 


meeting, the Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, pro¬ 
posed that this be reinstated. Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds agreed that the tradition should be 
kept and Councillor Stan Williams said he was 
"delighted" with the decision. 

If approved by full council, prayers will be said 
again at 7pm, at the beginning of the agendas of 
all full council meetings, but those not wishing 
to take part will still be able to leave the room. 

Mayor takes vice-chairmanship 

THE Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, 
has been appointed vice-chairman of the town 
council's influential Strategy & Policy Committee. 

Chairman Michaela Ellis, who also serves as 
Deputy Mayor, was appointed shortly after the 
new council took their seats in May. She nomi¬ 
nated Councillor Lovell to be her vice-chairman at 
last week's meeting, which was seconded by 
Councillor Cheryl Reynolds. 

With no other nominations, the mayor was 
unanimously elected to the post. 


New book explores Rousdon history 


A NEW book on the history of Rousdon will be 
launched at Serendip bookshop in Broad Street, 
Lyme Regis, 6pm on Wednesday, July 22nd. 

The book'To Buy a Whole Parish; Rousdon and 
the Peek Family"is written Nicky Campbell who 
has been researching the history of the Rousdon 
Estate for more than 10 years. It gives an insight 
into the life of Sir Henry Peek MP, an extraordi¬ 
narily wealthy and practical man who held de¬ 
cided views on why and how his wealth should 
benefit those poorer than himself. 

Under his ownership, the estate included a 
farm, church, cottages and lodges, as well as his 
own mansion, observatories, a museum and 


menagerie with emus and a giraffe. 

The book also looks at ownership of the estate 
after Sir Henry died, passing it on to his son Sir 
Cutherbert, and then grandson Sir Wilfred, who 
led a lavish lifestyle in both Devon and London 
up until the First World War, after which he 
chose to spend more time in the capital. 

Following Sir Wilfred's death, his son Frances 
inherited the estate but immediately sold it, 
which had disastrous results for the staff and 
surrounding area. 

The book contains details not only of the Peeks 
family life but also those of the workers.

E VITA was the part Kelly Apps 
always wanted to play. In part 
one of “The Making of Evita”, 
she admitted she had been obsessed 
with the musical since an early age 
when she watched the film, starring 
Madonna, over and over again. 

Coincidentally, two of her fellow leading 
players in Lyme Regis Musical Theatre’s pro¬ 
duction back in May felt the same way - Ian 
Styles, who played her husband Peron, and 
Dan Wilkins, who, in my review of the show, I 
said was born to play Che Guevara. 

Evita was the first show to be staged by the 
newly-named Lyme Regis Musical Theatre. 
With 95 years of light operetta behind them, 
Lyme Regis Operatic Society made the bold de¬ 
cision to change course and adopt a name that 
reflected the desire by members and the public 
for more ambitious musical productions so 
popular today. 

Their counterparts over the Devon border in 
Axminster had done likewise with some of the 
mote accomplished performers supporting 
both societies. 

It was important for the Lyme society, which 
had built up such an enviable reputation over 
the years, to make a big impact after their 
name change. Although the early planning 
days were plagued with a number of problems, 
not least the lack of male cast members, Evita 
turned out to be a tremendous success - and 
the standard achieved not only by the three 
E 1 vita-obsessed principals - Kelly, Ian and Dan 
- but by the whole cast has been hailed as a tri¬ 
umph. 

Huge praise has been heaped on Kelly Apps, 
a member of the talented Street family, for her

powerful and poignant portrayal of Eva Peron, 
the working class showgirl who rose to the 
pinnacle in Argentinian politics before dying 
of cancer. But Kelly is quick to emphasise that 
the relationship built with her co-stars was 
the key to making Evita so memorable. 

Those who doubt how important this has 
been to her life should listen to this. Kelly told 
me: “I think people mistakenly think it’s ‘just 
a hobby’, something which you are either good 
at or not. But it’s more than that for me. It’s 
passion and everything is very real up there 
for me. It’s not an act - I’m living it. Maybe 
that’s the difference. I don't like to just deliver 
lines and sing prettily. I'm not happy unless 
it’s real. 

“I put in every ounce of love, pain, passion 
(anger at times) and emotion I’ve ever felt so 
if people recognised that, I’m happy. But I did 
want to get across what special relationships 
you forge with people which is beyond friend¬

ship. It’s a family and those you work directly 
with become very special to you. 

“I think a lot of people wrongly assume for in¬ 
stance that there’s competition between the 
likes of me and Nicky (Sweetland) and Tracey 
(Dare) when they couldn’t be more wrong. 

“Working with Ian - how special that has 
been! Such relationships have kept me going 
at such low, painful times. I find myself run¬ 
ning for the theatre and those people (I cannot 
mention them all). And of course, parts like 
Evita allow me to vent some of the pain from 
real life. It’s almost therapeutic. 

“I find it hard to explain how I feel about 
such things like Oli, my son, and not having 
mum and dad which, whilst a long time ago, is 
still quite raw at times when I've needed them 
most... so it all goes into these parts.” 

Bit of an obsession 

Having played the part she always coveted, 
what next for Kelly? 

“I planned to have a break. But I was invited 
to the auditions for Guys & Dolls in Axminster 
after I just went over for a coffee. I hadn’t read 
the script but I ended up telling Nick (the pro¬ 
ducer) that I would do a part if he wanted me 
to. It doesn’t take much to get me back into it. 

“It’s a bit of an obsession. I always intend to 
have a break but it never works out like that. 
Having said that, my confidence is not there 
anymore. When you are younger, you are a bit 
more arrogant and when you are older you 
tend to make more mistakes.” 

Kelly later told me she had been offered the 
part of Adelaide in Guys & Dolls. 

I then asked her about stage nerves. 

“I tend to be quiet back stage. I tend to be 
quite a loner, which I always feel guilty about 
afterwards. But I have to get in character. 
That’s how I deal with my nerves and if I don’t 
do that I tend to panic. I might come across 
quite rude when I am backstage but I don’t 
mean to. 


“The nerves disap¬ 
pear when I get on 
stage. I am a nervous 
person any rate, quite 
anxious, not quite 
sure of myself, which 
people find hard to 
believe.” 

Kelly’s reply was 
somewhat surprising 
when I asked her 
about about Sister 
Act, Lyme’s next 
show. 

“I don’t know. I have 
repetitive nightmares 
about being chased 
by nuns through a 
cemetery. So the 
jury’s out on nuns. 
I’m not sure I can 
cope with it. 

“I don’t know where 
that comes from. It 
started when I was 
really young, I just 
don’t know what it is. 
I am still undecided 
whether to do Sister 
Act. It’s an interest¬ 


ing one. 

We then talked 
about her family, in 
particular her daugh¬ 
ter Maddi who’s 
likely to be the next 
member of the Street 
family to take to the 
stage. 


Kelly says: “She is definitely a performer. I 
will encourage it but I won’t push it. I find it 
very therapeutic being on stage. I am a com¬ 
pletely different person than I am in the family 
environment. 

“Maddi is very, very confident. I would like 
her to do it because I think it is a great hobby. 
It kept me out of trouble. I was never very girly 
so I did not want to be in the majorettes, but 
she might. She’s much more girly than I was. 

“She’s seen rehearsals. I took her to one of 
the rehearsals and she said to one of the 
ladies: ‘When my mummy sings it hurts my 
ears!”’ 

Town was buzzing 

I told her that in all the years I had been cov¬ 
ering the amateur stage I had never witnessed 
a performance that had such an impact on au¬ 
diences. The town was buzzing with it. You 
walked up the town and people were stopping 
me saying have you seen Kelly in Evita ? 

“It was all very real, very emotional,” she 
said. 

“A lot of it came from how strong my mum 
was when she was fighting cancer. She was al¬ 
ways very strong, gentle but strong. I did draw 
from my own experience on that. And it was to 
do with the people I was working with. I could 
not have done it without them, without having 
that connection.” 

So back to the question, what next? 

“I always wanted to do Eliza Doolittle but I 
don’t now. I’m probably a bit old for it now. I 
also wanted to do the narrator part in Joseph. 
But the one I really want is Sweet Magnolias 
which people will be surprised at as it’s not a 
musical! And I'd also like to play Mrs Lovett 
in Sweeney Todd.” 

We ended our interview by me telling her 
she should be very proud of what she had 
achieved. 

“It will always be very special,” she said. 

“As for Eva, I miss her a lot. I think I’ll al¬ 
ways retain a little of her strength though. 
Whatever people said of her, she was passion¬ 
ate and true to what she believed and I will al¬ 
ways respect her... adamant and gracious to 
the end! Funnily, I feel a sense of loss just 
talking about her.”

The park 
and rides in Sidmouth Road and Charmouth Road, as 
well as the park and walk on Charmouth Road, will 
be offering extended hours and Lifeboat Week or¬ 
ganisers advise that those driving into town use 
these facilities where possible. Additional sign¬ 
posted car parks will be set up on the outskirts of the 
town. 

Alternatively, the X53 and X31 buses pass through 
the town but if you are catching public transport, 
again leave plenty of time as there can be delays 
when approaching arrival times of the RAF teams, in 


particular the Red Arrows. 

Organisers also advise arranging a car share scheme 
with others travelling into town or enjoying the Red 
Arrows display from the outskirts of town, from van¬ 
tage points such as Spittles Fields (above the football 
ground in Charmouth Road), Ware Cliffs on the west¬ 
ern side of town or Stonebarrow Hill in Charmouth. 

The lifeboat crew will also be clearing a large space 
on the main sandy beach from 4pm on Friday 24th 
to ensure enough space for the parachutists to land. 
Please co-operate with them to ensure everyone can 
enjoy this event safely.

June 10th 2010 was a very special date in the his¬ 
tory of the RNLI in Lyme Regis. 

After exhaustive research it was established that 
on an aggregated basis, that day in June marked 
150 years of a lifeboat service in the town. 

The Royal National Institution for the Preservation 
of Life from Shipwreck, later to become the RNLI, 
was founded in 1824 and the earliest record of a 
lifeboat based in Lyme Regis is 1826. 

It was the events of Boxing Day 1852 that high¬ 
lighted the need for a purpose-built lifeboat in 
Lyme Regis. Four men drowned as they tried to 
save 44 people aboard the barque Heroine. 

Ironically, everyone aboard Heroine reached 
shore safely.

The following years saw two un-named lifeboats 
stationed In Lyme Regis. In 1866 the first named 
lifeboat, the 33 foot William Woodcock, arrived fol¬ 
lowed by the Susan Ashley. 

The Thomas Masterman Hardy, in 1915, was the 
fifth and last lifeboat powered only by sails and 
oars to be stationed in Lyme Regis. 

The lifeboat station in Lyme Regis was closed in 
1932 when the RNLI decided that motorised 
lifeboats at Exmouth and Weymouth could cover 
Lyme Bay. 

The RAF moved to Lyme Regis with fast launches 
from 1937 until its marine unit closed in 1964. 
Three years later the RNLI station re-opened. 

Today's lifeboat is a far cry from the pulling/sailing 
variety. It is a B class Atlantic 85 inshore lifeboat ca¬ 
pable of a top speed of 35 knots. 

She's Spirit of Loch Fyne, named after the fish 
restaurant chain which raised much of the cost of 
£180,000 to build the boat on the Isle of Wight. 

The lifeboat is fitted with the latest technology in¬ 
cluding radar, direction finding equipment and 
twin 115hp engines. 

She began service on March 3rd 2012, replacing 
the smaller Atlantic 75 Pearl of Dorset which had 
served the town since 1997.

TheTalisman delivers intense driving enjoy¬ 
ment grounded in a genuinely sensorial ex¬ 
perience. 

Saloon car essentials 

FortheTalisman, Renault designers opted 
for a three-box body style. The saloon layout 
- with a distinct boot - picks up on the uni¬ 
versally accepted design practice for this 
type of car, whilst simultaneously blending 
Renault's warm and friendly DNA into the 
mix. 

To reinterpret the rulebook, Renault's de¬ 
signers went back to basics to establish the 
ideal proportions and perfect balance be¬ 
tween the different volumes.

GEM Encourages Motorcyclists 
To Put Safety First This Summer 


ROAD SAFETY and breakdown organisation 
GEM Motoring Assist has issued a list of seven 
simple tips to help motorcyclists put safety 
first on journeys this summer. 

GEM chief executive David Williams MBE 
comments: "Most motorcyclists show high 
levels of anticipation and observation; these 
are vital for staying safe. But we all have to 
take responsibility for our own actions, and 
we have a duty to drive or ride within the 
laws." 

Follow GEM's simple 'lifesaver' safety tips 
and reduce the risk of being involved in a col¬ 
lision: 

Check your motorcycle before riding. In 
particular pay attention to tyre pressures, 
tread depth, chain (if fitted) tension and lu¬ 
brication and make sure all controls move 
freely and - where possible - are adjusted to 
suit you. 


Make sure you are wearing appropriate 
safety clothing manufactured to a recog¬ 
nised standard.The law only covers the crash 
helmet, but nowadays both leather and tex¬ 
tile garments come with protection for vul¬ 
nerable areas. Remember there is no such 
thing as a cold wet motorcyclist, only a badly 
prepared one! 

Take time to warm up, especially if you are 
not a regular rider and not'bike fit'. Ease into 
the ride and make sure everything is working 
as it should and the tyres have warmed up 
before you start increasing your speed and 
lean angles. 

Make use of all your senses when riding. 
You are not cocooned in a tin box so you can 
smell diesel and mown grass, and you can 
hear approaching sirens. Because you are sit¬ 
ting higher than most cars you can see things 
well in advance, giving you more time to 


react. 

Motorcycles have a small silhouette, so al¬ 
ways try and position yourself so you can see 
into the mirrors of the vehicle ahead. If you 
can see the driver they can (hopefully) see 
you, but never assume.Trust only your senses 
and skill. 

A motorcycle is very manoeuvrable and 
nimble so can filter through and past station¬ 
ary and slow traffic. But do so at an appropri¬ 
ate speed and give yourself time to react and 
stop if a car suddenly turns. A rider with real 
skill filters slowly rather than at speed. 

Remember your journey only finishes 
when you turn off the engine and place the 
machine on its stand. Make sure the ground 
is safe for the bike and it will not roll off the 
stand, causing damage or injury. Also, con¬ 
sider machine security to ensure it is still 
there when you next want to use it.

THE third Bridport Jurassic Coast Run 
which took place last Sunday, was a grand 
day for everyone participating, despite 
constant rain and Thornecombe Beacon 
being inaccessible due to heavy fog. 

It was also a huge success for the joint 
organisers Bridport Runners, Brit Valley 
Rotary Club and the Bridport Leisure Cen¬ 
tre: 150 runners participated in the three 
races over the distances of 10k, 5k and 1 
mile; up from 130 runners the year before. 

The event was not only a competitive 
race but a family and community occa¬ 
sion as well, with the youngest runner 
being five, the oldest 75-years old, a stag- 
party on the run, children enjoying the 
Treasure Hunt, and families checking out 
Bridport Leisure Centre and its pool on 
the day. 

Race day started a bit with a shock, as 
the organisers had to shorten the 10k 
route up toThorncombe Beacon on rec¬ 
ommendation of the Coast Guard due to 
safety reasons. However, some runners 
were quite relieved not to take on the full 
gruesome climb to the Beacon, the sec¬ 
ond highest hill on the south coast. 

A full 100 participants registered for this 
race. Many came from running clubs 
nearby and far away, among them a com¬ 
plete stag-party from the Lordshill Road 
Runners of Southampton. Their fastest 
runner, Andrew Griggs; not the bride¬ 
groom, though; won the 10k in 40 min¬ 
utes and 44 seconds. 

The longest journeys were probably 
done by Gregory Skelton from Askern Dis¬ 
trict Running Club in Yorkshire who hap¬ 
pens to be an Ex-Bridport Runner, and 
Lydia O'Donoghue from the Ealing Eagles 
Running Club in London. She was also the 


fastest woman on the 10k course in 48:54 
min. Fastest veterans (over 50 years of 
age) were Nigel Gates (42:48) and Alison 
Turner (1:08:10). The oldest runner, how¬ 
ever, was the one with the most running 
experience of them all. Patricia Seabrook 
(75) has run 28,000 miles in her life so far 
and 460 marathons all over the world, in¬ 
cluding two in Australia! 

The best time on the 5k course which 
also included the Jurassic Coast at West 
Bay was run by Thomas Crabtree in 23:35; 
only 11 seconds over the record time on 
this course set last year, whilstthe fastest 
female runner was Olivia Willmore in 
31:35, who had already won the 1 mile 
race the year before. 

Many young, but already fast runners 
had started before in the 1 mile for the 
under 12's on the fields near the Leisure 
Centre. Fastest boy was Owen Pitcher, 
fastest girl was Lucy Guy. The 1 mile race 
also saw three five year old boys and a girl 
as the youngest starters. 

"It seems as if our Jurassic Coast Runs 
can only go from strength to strength," 
said a very pleased Bridport Runners' 
Chair Brian Shelley after the race, in which 
he himself started for the first time. 

He thanked all the helpers involved in 
the event for their support, long before 
and on race day, and Bridport Timber as 
sponsor of the 10k and 5k run. 

"If you look around Bridport and West 
Bay on any evening there are so many 
people running," Brian remarked. 

"I hope that the increase in participa¬ 
tion, both in the Bridport Jurassic Coast 
Run and in membership of Bridport Run¬ 
ners including our three Beginners 
Groups so far, has contributed to this."
